A* a resul of the annual tourist invasion of the two 
peninsula* in northern Michigan, where thousands oi 
deer have their habitat, predictions are being made 
that within a few years these gentle and attractive 
animals will be placed under full protection of tile law 
and the fail hunting season for them abolished 
Forecasting this development, a Detroit newspaper 
says it will be brought about through the influence 
of women and children in tourist families who flock 
to the regton in the summer time and find the deer 
and their fawns so tame that they can be approached 
and petted like a lamb, colt or calf on a farm. A 
great many men likewise find themselves disarmed by 
the trustfulness of the graceful creatures, so that they 
do not wish to visualise their being pursued and killed 
for sport later on. 
There is a mute appeal in the eyes of a deer which 
arouse.* sympathy and affection, as well as adm ira­ 
tion 
Anyone possessing ordinary sensibilities must
